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Co mmuni sm Is Still a Threat

Worldwide revolution remains the 
goal of Communist leaders* he they 
Chinese or Russian or what-have-you. 
These Red leaders support revolutions, 
expecting to seize control of them or 
to taike advantage of the anarchy they 
cause in order to grab power. Russian 
training and support enabled the Chi- 
nese Reds to seize power. Russian and 
Chinese factories supplied the fire- 
power— and China a, good portion of 
the manpower — for the attempt to 
seize all of Korea by force. 

This trend in munitions supply con- 
tinues in Indochina. But that’s only 
part of the story. Communist intrigue 
and overt acts of terrorism in the 
meantime spread in Africa and Latin 
America.- Those who always refuse to 
see the * danger assured us that “It 
can’t happen here.” 

We see Marxist and Communist- 
oriented anarchists in this country 
blow up buildings and commit murder 
to spread their doctrine and confusion 
and to hamper the administration of 
government. What are tjhe prospects 
for a diminution of the terrorists’ 
threat to our Republic? 

A British journalist, Brian Crozier, 
who is considered an expert on sub- 
version and insurgency, has told U. S. 
News and World Report in a copy- 
righted interview that he sees revo- 
lutionary war and terrorism getting 
worse during the next five years. He 
does not relate the guerrilla move- 
ments anywhere to the Russians as 
much as to the Chinese but points out 
that the Russians must insure that 
any revolutionary government seizing 
power is pro-Moscow; therefore their 
support for revolutionary guerrillas is 
only part of a much bigger strategic 
picture. 

We have no publicly declared evi- 
dence from our Government that 
terrorists in this country act on direct 
orders from Moscow. But their meth- 
ods and philosophy derive from those 
of died-in-the-wool Communists. Their 
links with Moscow-supported Havana, 
for one, are well documented. 

Anarchy and terrorism, here or 
abroad, play into the hands of Moscow 
and Peking. Massive divisions in public 
opinion in the wake of campus terror, 
for example, have imperiled public 
support of higher education and have 
sapped and distorted our ability to

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contend with vital foreign and domes- 
tic issues. 

It should not be forgotten that the 
Russian Communist regime was estab- 
lished by bloodily overthrowing of the 
fledgling parliamentary Kerensky gov- 
ernment and has been sustained 
through slavery and terror ever since. 
This sordid history of the Bolshevik 
Revolution should have put us on 
guard. Its malignant expansion into 
worldwide proportions should have 
spurred our eternal vigilance. But we 
keep going to sleep. 

It was only a handful of dedicated, 
disciplined . revolutionaries which ex- 
ploited the legitimate upheaval of a 
sick and war-weary, backward Russian 
..ation in 1917, turning it into the full- 
blown terror that forged the present 


Soviet state. Murder was common- 
place during that struggle and, how- 
ever strongly some wish to forget* it 
hasn’t ceased until this good day. 

It should be obvious to all in this 
country - by now that many persons 
and groups who advocate violent 
change are simply playing into the 
hands of our mortal enemies abroad. 
Many of the pseudo-anarchists are 
members of groups who have taken to 
the streets and turned to the bomb and 
the gun deliberately to try to bring 
about “repression,” which has become 
a favorite fear word .of the left. 

Those who have legitimate com- 
plaints follow a dreadful piper when 
they resort to violence and terror. A 
building burned or a bomb thrown by 
them properly lights a fire of indigna- 
tion among the good workers whose 
sweat and taxes built this country. It 
surely must bring smiles to faces in 
Moscow, Peking and Hanoi. 

It is not through internal subversion 
alone that Freedom has been chal- 
lenged. Subversion is aided by trapping 
us in no-win wars, despite the wise 
advice of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

We have no -call to become “doom” 
criers .as a result of recognizing the 
real dangers ahead for our beloved 
Republic U.S.A. Our citizens are so 
good that they always try to give the 
benefit of the doubt to an enemy. The 
goodness of our citizens, the vast 
majority of them, will sustain us in 
the coming hours of need if we will 
be honest with them about the real 
problems of our land. 

Apathy and blind refusal to think 
are our greatest enemies, not Godless 
Communism. We are not outnumbered 
by the Communists In the U. S., we are 
only out-managed and out-organized 
by those who envy fhe success and 
the greatness of our individual initia- 
tive, personal enterprise, profit-motive 
system and want to destroy all this. 

The enemies of Freedom, at home or 
abroad, who would like to see this 
nation go up in flames must be recog- 
nized. Whenever insurgency occurs 
and the tactics of terror revolution 
strike, the Communists must remain 
suspect. They must not be allowed to 
capitalize on the results of their 
decades-long drive for world revolu- 
tion.

Mass movement of materials is paramount in mounting modern offensive warfare whether on the 
plains of Europe or the jungles of Indochina. North Vietnam's forces and the Viet Cong have been 
supplied in the field with guns, rockets and other weapons by Russian trucks that haul them from 
the ports. These weapons have taken a high toll of our servicemen who have battled bravely to 
block a takeover of Southeast Asia by the communists. 

MacK Truck Co., Inc., of the United States, has negotiated a deal to build or supply or serve 
as consultants in a $700 million venture to construct a plant for the Russians. "Made in Russia 
by Americans" could be the slogan for the products of the plant, a phrase that would hardly strike 
the fancy of our soldiers, sailors and airmen who would bear the brunt of the missiles the vehicles 

would carry. Our fighting men might think the war they are suffering through had a dollar sign put 
on it. 

Mack signed a letter of intent with the Russians to build the truck facilities. The consumma- 
tion of ^ the agreement was contingent upon the issuance of permits by the U.S. Commerce Department. 
The deal may have been forged by the time this column reaches print. 

It should be remembered that Henry Ford II had proposed a similar agreement for truck facilities 
in Russia in 1970, but no permit was granted. Daimler-Benze, a firm in West Germany, where Russian 
atrocities of World War II are well remembered, wisely turned down a Russian truck proposal.

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Mack Truck Co. Cancels 
Plans for Soviet Plant 


ALLENTOWN, Pa. (AP) — 
Mack Truck Inc., announced 
Wednesday it has canceled 
plans to build the world's 
largest truck plant in the So- 
viet Union. Mack said it had 
not received U.S. approval. 

Mack signed a preliminary 
agreement with Soviet offi- 
cials May 18, providing the 
Allentown, Pa., firm would 
design and supply a major 
part Of the Soviet Union's 
$1.4-billion Kama River truck 
plant. 

The deal. Mack said, 
hinged on whether the White 
House was willing to ease its 
policy on exports to Commu- 
nist countries sufficiently to 
grant the necessary approv- 
al. 

The deadline for govern- 
ment approval under the ten- 
tative agreement was initial- 
ly June 25, but the date had 
been extended to Sept. 15. 

In a terse message to Sovi- 
et officials Wednesday, Mack 
said, 4 'Since approval from 
the United States govern- 
ment had not been received 
and the second extension . . . 


expired with the close of 
business today, we feel that 
to our mutual interest ... to 
consider said protocol termi- 
nated.” 

There has been no official 
statement from administra- 
tion sources on the proposed 
deal. 

Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird, however, has in the 
past decried the fact that 
Russians are supplying 
trucks to North Vietnam. 

Mack countered the charge 
with the argument that a fi- 
nal agreement would have 
stipulated that the trucks be 
used only for industrial and 
agricultural purposes within 
the Soviet Union. 

The Kama Rive r plant , 
about 600 miles west of Mos- 
cow, was scheduled to begin 
production in 1975, with a 
planned capacity of 150,000 
heavy diesel trucks and 
100,000 diesel engines annual- 

iy- 

Mack Truck President Zen- 
on C. Hansen, was unavaila- 
ble for comment on cancella- 
tion of the project.

To The Dallas News: 

Citizens concerned about the security 
of the U.S.A. should ask President Nix- 
on, Secretary of the Treasury John Con- 
nally and the Commerce Department 
why an export license was granted a 
U.S. firm to ship truck factory plans 
and equipment valued at $162 million 
to the Soviet Union. 

It has been announced that this com- 
pany will expend $700 million in con- 
struction of the Kama River plant, 
planned to be the largest truck building 
plant in the world. Many fear the 
trucks built in this plant will contribute 
to the casualty list of our soldiers and 
will cause the destruction of our Reoub- 
Iic.
